**CUT ” IN TEACHERS’ 
SALARIES. 


APPEAL IN TEST CASE. 
(ORFORE MR. susTiOR aC MR. 


TICE JOH 

An ap gritos on for NEE ae in the case 
of Ley v. Attorney-General and Com- 
pa rt is of National Education, which was 
brought by the plaintiff, Mr. Martin Laven. 

Model Schoo! teacher, Dublin, from a ju ag. 
ment. of Mr. Justice Meredith. The case. SS 
was regarded as a test case, was concerned 
with the salaries of Irish national teachers, 
with special re 
eent. in them. 

The plaintiff claimed a declaration that the 
decision and award of the Civil Service 
Arbitration Board, dated 29th November, 
1920, and the scale of salaries and conditions 
of service therein coptained, the terms of 
which were embodied in the circular issued 
by the Commissioners of National Kducation 


upon the old Commissioners of Nationa 

ucation in Ireland and upon the new 
National Education Commissioners, upon the 
Ministry of Education, and upon the Execu- 
tive Céuncil. He also claimed a declaration 
that he was entitled to be paid a permanen! 
salary caloulated in accordance with the. scale 
fixed by the decision and award mentionéd 
while he continued to be in the employment 
of the National Education Commissioners, 
and, alternatively, a declaration that the 
Order No. 10 of 16th August, 1923, under the 
Adaptation of Enactments Act, passed by the 
Gireachtas, was illegal, and that the establish- 
ment by that Order of the National. Educa- 
tion Commissioners to exercise in Saorstat 
Eireann all the functions formerly exercited 
by the Commissioners of National Education 
in Ireland was illegal, unauthorised, u/tra 
vines, and void. 

The defendants other than the Commis- 
sioners of National Education denied that a 
perpaneet scale of salaries was established 
y the Civil Service Arbitration Board, stat- 
ing further that the National Commissioners’ 
Order of 1923 was valid, and that they did 
not admit that the reduction in plaintiff's 
salary was dependent on or shiek eed the 
validity of that Order. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, while holding in 
favour of the plaintiff that the agreement or 
contract as to permanent salary was binding 
on the Commissioners of National Education 
and their successors, made no declaration 
with respect to the validity of the ''cut "' in 
the salaries, awarding the plaintiff his costs. 

Dealing with the terms of the plaintiff's 
employment and the fixing of the salary by 
the Commissioners of National Education, Mr. 
Justice Meredith, in his judgment, stated that 
one of the terms of agreement was that the 
salary and emoluments should be determined 
by the Commissioners and their successors. 

e clause amounted to this—that the salary 
might be varied as the Commissioners 
bat. That Peg was not seriously 
isputed by the plaintiff, and it was really 
subsequent events that gave rise to the dis- 
pute. 

The teachers, he said, came to an agreemeht 
among themselves with regard to a new per- 
manent scale of salaries, part of the agree- 
ment being that that new seale was to be 
adopted, and it was adopted, and a cireular 
sent to the teachers informing them of: the 
adoption of the agreement. On. the com- 
munication of the new terms to the teachers, 
the latter, he held, had a contract to get the 
salary in accordance with the scale, subject to 
the one point that the whole scale as affecting 
all teachers could be altered by the Commis- 
sioners, with the consent of the Treasury.

The task of clearing the ancient burial 
ground of the Church of St. Thomas in 
Marlborough street, Dublin, for’ the 
purposes of the new thoroughfare from 
Upper Sackville street to Gloucester street 
has proved greater than was anticipated, 
and many weeks more must elapse before 
al. of the remains are collected and trans- 
ferred to the spectal burial place in Mount 
Jeronie Cemet ry. 

Yesterday workmen who have been em- 
nloved by the City Commissioners began 
the filling up of the vaults in St. Thomas's

THE VAULTS IN THE CHURCH. 


From the opening of the church in 1758 the 
onber of interments there must have been 
enormous. Lhe workmen, under the direction 
of Mr. E. W. Purdon, the churchwarden, have 
enetrated to a depth of six. feet in some 
ortions of the ground, and have recovered 
nains to indicate the burial of close on 
hundred corpses. Now they find that 
v have reached only the top of the original 
burial ground. 
The Rev. D. H. Hall, Rector of St. 
Thomas s, has hurried on the work of clearing 
. vaults under the ruins of the church 80 
| the City Commissioners’ scheme for the 
mployment of a large numbér of men on the 
demolition ‘of: the building might. get under 
weigh as soon as possible. There were sixteen 
large-sized vaults, some of which were fitted 
cast iron doors five-eighths of an inch 
ick, and containing over fifty lead coffins of 
creat weight. The task of the worknien; who

noons, was neither light nor pleasant. In 
many instances no indication’ was “left of the 
identity of the corpse in the coffin. 

The largest vault was >that, of the-Mountjoy 
family, from which thirty coffins were Fre- 
moved and placed in the vaults of St. George’s 
Church, Temple street.. Their removal was 
watched by Captain R. H. Fowler, of Enfield, 
the senior surviving descendant of the family 
of Gardiner. In the vault were found the 
coffins of the Hon. Louisa Fowler, who died 
in 1848, and of her husband, the Bishop of 
OMssory, who died in 1841. The benefactor of 
the ground on which the’ church was built 
was the Right Hon. Charles S. Gardiner, who 
died in 1769. The fact is recorded in thick} 
lettering. stamped in relief on his lead coffin. 
The coffin of Mary Campbell Viscountess 
Mountjoy, who died in 1814, bears on a brass 
plate a crown, with the words “Nil 
desperandum’”’ beneath. . In the Mountjoy 
vault there reposed the remains of John, third 
Earl eof Donovehmore, died 1851. 

OTHER FAMILIES. 

Other. families interred in the vaults were’ 
those of Creagh, claimed by Mx, Philp C. 
Creagh, Castle Blundell, Co. Kilkenny; 
Magan, McGwire, Davis, Fowler... One oak 
coffin, which crumbled to dust, probably con- 
tained the remains of a bishop. The robes 
in which he was buried were there, and the 
inside folds, which were of red poplin, were 
in a remarkable state of preservation. In the 
ground outside the church was found the 
grave of the Mahon family. which is now 
represented by Sir William H. Mahon, Ahas- 
cragh, Co. Galway. Here were interred in 
1815 the Lady Anne Mahon and Lady Knox, 
one of the Sligo family. 


A great number 
of men will be engaged on that work for a 
considerable time, for the walls are in parts 
five feet. thick.

A YEAR’S GOOD WORK. 

The annual general meeting of the Linen 
Guild of Dr. Steevens’s Hospital, Dublin, took 
place yesterday afternoon, the Archbishop of 
Dublin (Most- Rev. Dr.- Gregg) presiding. 
Letters of regret were read from His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General, ‘the Rev. Dr. 
Osborne, the Marchioness of Headfort, and. 
Mr. Grierson, who were unable to attend. 

The report of the Linen Guild was read by 
Miss Reeves, .Matron of the ‘hospital: It 
stated that the receipts for the' vear ending 
the 3lst of March, 1925, were 4 10s. 6d: 
The credit balance is £26 16s. 3d. The com- 
mittee thanked the members who attended the. 
work classes and contributed articles. One 
worker, Mrs, Major, made 429 articles at 
home. 

Chief Justice Kennedy proposed: ‘‘ That 
the Linen Guild of Steevens’s. Hospital is 
worthy of support.” The hospital, he said, 
is a landmark and a record in the history of 
Dublin, one of the things which Dublin 
citizens may be proud of: Steevens’s Hospital 
has survived the ravages of 200 years, and 
still stands as one of the greatest examples to 
be found of perswtent and dogged work for 
charity—a record of the original charitable 
intention of Dr. Steevens, conceived before 
the tame of hospital-development as we now 
ere familiar with it. The work -eí the Guild 

carried on without any administrative 
expenditure- whatever. 

Mr. J. Hubbard Clark, High Sheriff, in 
supporting the resolution, said that after two 
centuries the institution was second to none 
in the city-of Dublin. Referring to comments 
upon hospital charges, Mr, Clark said that, 
so far as Steevens’s. was concerned, the 
amount received in. part payment. from 
patients was very small compared with the 
total expenditure. “The -Linen Guild was a 
very useful adjunct to. .the hospital, and a 
omparison of its report with that of other 
nen guilds showed that it was well to the 

nt. Among other things badly needed for 
ie hospital, Miss Reeves is appealing for 
@ sunlight lamp, and also for-an apparatus for 
treating patients for rheumatism 

The Chairman said that there had been a 
traditional relationship between the hospital 
and the Archbishops of Dublin since the time 
bi its foundation, The Linen Guild helped to 
keep the funds of the hospital on an even 
keel. Regarding hospital charges, about: a 
thousand people were admitted to the hospita] 
during the past year; three-quarters of that 
number paid from 5s a week upwards, and 
the rest paid nothing. At least 250. people 
had been treated free during the year. The 
resolution was adopted. ;

OUT FOR TRUTH. 

The High Sheriff, who presided, said that 
one of the principal characteristics of the 
Scot was his homage, amounting almost to 
veneration, for the man of learning. © Might 
he hope that before Dr. Mo. ‘att’s next, visit 
to Dublin the divisions between the Churches } 
would be considerably narrow than they | 
were to-day. (Hear, hear.) 

The Archbishop of Dublin, sing Pro- 
fessor Moffatt’s health, said thr’ their guest 
was one of that tremendous band of Scots- 
men who, though belonging by. name to. the. 
Presbyterian Church: yet, as a matter of 
efact, belonged to Christendom. Dr. Moffatt.) 
wes a man out ín search of truth, and a man 
out for truth very often found himself in 
an awkward position, ‘and sometimes up 
against his friends.

He thought that they might say that, what- 
eves, conflicts might lie- before them,..and | 
whatever questions ‘might arise as regat!s 
the fundamental facts of the New Testamen.;, 
as long as Dr. Moffatt was with them he 
would stand for truth and-endeavour to get | 
the facts to speak for themselves; and if 
there was a weak spot in the position, either 
in friend or foe, he would.be certain to find 
out.

DOCTOR MOFFATT’S OPTIMISM. 

Professor Moffatt, returning thanks, said 
that from all that he could feel and read and 
see he thought that the year 1925 would 
prove a very good one for the world, and the 
older he grew the more optimistic he became | 
about it. His conviction was that the teacher 
of history could not fail to believe in the 
power of change, and he thonght that the 
many people to-day who took short-sighted 
views of the country and of their Church 
were: the ple who did not realise what} 
‘was behind them — the imniense power of 
change that lay especially in the Christian 
faith that commanded their allegiance. : 

One did not want to divide humanity into 
classes; but they. found that humanity fell 
into two classes. Whatever be the project, 
from marriage to the ‘League’ of Nations, 
there was one class of people who instinc- 
tively asked: ‘‘ What am. I to get out of it.” 
The ther class instinctively nm “ What 
can I put into it." “The Church had been 
saved everywhere by ‘the number of 
people. who belonged to the second class.

The cold snap that has set in during the 
last few days in Dublin and the district 
would seem to indicate that King Frost is 
about to establish his reign. Many s of 
England have been frest-bound for the past 
week or two, and the latest reports are that 
snow and frost have’ been experienced in parts 
of Yorkshire. the Yorkshire Wolds were 
under snow again yesterday, and a heavy 
snowstorm, tuliowed by severe frost, was ex- 
perienced in North Wales.

If the accounts that have been published 
for weeks past of sports and frolics on the ice 
or in the snow in various parts have not 
turned the thoughts of Dublin folk to skating 
the present snap of frost will probably set 
them hurriediy looking up skates, Indeed, it 
is questionable how many of the present day 
folk have skates, it is so many years since 
Dublin was held in a hard frost. January, 
1917, was, if recollection serves aright, the 
date of the last prolonged spell. At that 
time, the country was snow-bound, and one 
could travel right, across the Midlands from 
the Irish Sea to the Atlanti¢ in a country 
ctmplotely under snow. 

It» was in that storm that the memorable 
Roscommon election was fought, when can- 
vassers and workers had literally to plough 
their way through thá constituency. While 
there is nothing to indicate a repetition of 
that experience there are signs which suggest 
that a sharp spell of frost is on its way.

DISSATISFACTION IN. THE 
NORTH. 


A deputation repretenting the Commercial 
Motor Users’ Association was received bv the 
Northern Minister of Commerce (the Right 
Hon. J. Milne Barbour, D.L.) yesterday in 
regard to the new rates of duty for .com- 
mercial motor vehicles. 

The proceedings were private, and no report 
was issued. 

At the meeting of the Executive of the 


yesterday, Mr, Charles Ross presiding, it was 
resolved to protest against the proposed. in- 
crease in taxation of commercial. motor 
vehicles, particularly those under three tons 
unladen, and also to protest against the motor 
taxation in Northern Treland being on a 
higher scale than in Great Britain, thus 
neutralising any slight advantagé to-~con- 
sumers arising from the reduction in the price 
of netrol. 

Copies of the resolution were ordered to be 
sent to the M.P.’s for County Antrim and to 
the Northern Ministry of Commerce. 

The opinion. was also exvressed that. all 
light commercial motors should he taxed alike, 
and that there seems no justification for a 
special reduction to farmers ; and the Chamber 
was of opinion that a more equitable system 
of taxation would be a tax on the petrol 
consumed. : 
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THE CAPITAL LEVY. 


ITS EFFECT ON INDUSTRY: 

The ““Capital Levy ” was the subject of 
a lecture delivered at the Engineers’ Hall, 
Dawson ‘street, Dublin, under th> patronage 
of the Institute of Bankers’ Institute by Pro- 
fessor B. F. Shields, M.A. : 

The lecturer said that one of the advan- 
tages urged in favour of the capital levy 
was that in thé reduction of interest on a 
war debt, it would release funds denied .from 
the existing rates of taxation that could be 
applied either for the reduetion of taxation 
or for social reform, Any repayment of a 
large war debt when prices were high would 
be. a decided advantage to taxpayers, as com- 
pared with a repayment at some future time, 
when prices were Jower and when the real 
burden of repayment, measured in _propor- 
tion, would be ‘correspondingly higher. 

Although the Capital Duty might be 
liker-d to the Estate Duty, different con- 


the former, as compared with the latter. Once 
a levy had been made there was no guarantee 
that another levy would not be imposed in.a 
short period. after .the first had been under- 
taken. _ Its practical operation would pre- 
sent’ such difficuities that business credit 
would be shaken, resulting in unemployment, 
A sharp contraction in manufacturing activi- 
ties, and a fall in prices would take Place 
with a check to -he employment of, capital 
and industrial, development, Its imposition 
would shatter confidence’ in economic 
ne we and no matter what pledges were 
made that it would not be repeated, its 
psychological effects would be detrimental.

COMMUNION WITH THE

It might be necessary to compel a child, 
or even an adult, said the lectiirer, to learn, 
though a method oí enforcéd' learning may 
afford’ him no ‘pleasure, yet this compulsion 
may eventually prove a blessing, and not a 
enrse,.to him, for in the»process he will have 
been” disciplined, in that ‘his will has been 
subordinated to the” will “of another; and 
when he wills to nobly serve; he still serves 
his own will and is a free man and master 
of himself, than which he. can have no higher 
command; whereas when he serves another's 
will against his own. conscience, he is en- 
slaved, '. 

, Education may be made of service for the 
intellectwa!l, moral and spiritual advancement 
of others, as well as of ‘ourselves, for when 
knowledge has entered into the spirit of man 
he is educated; whereas if knowledge does 
not pass into the inner chambers of the spirit 
it may bring a man only learning and cul- 
ture. No one system of training, capable of 
meeting the requirements of all men, can 
be. devised. Even if it were imparted to all 
alike, each man would. follow. his: own bent, 
and even if two men have the same bent, 


follow different , pursuite. 

Every honest calling, Colonel Evatt con- 
tinued, was worthy if the worker's heart be 
in it, and he be not ashamed; but this con- 
tentment in the work, which it has pleased 
God to give him, will only come when he 
has taught himself. to appreciate the beauty 
and valie of the. work done for. the love of 
the work; and, when he has arrived at this 
stage he is educated in his work. ' 

But this consciousness. oí well-doing does 
not always prove to be a satisfactory reward ; 
over and’ above iit, he will ever demand the 
fruits of still higher education. . 

A MARKETABLE COMMODITY. 

It ig an axiom that a man is paid by the 
community, what it believes him to be worth ; 
and further, he-jis ultimately paid by those 
who primarily produce the material ‘wealth, 
that. is by the manual, labour; and if the 
manual labourer will be well served he must 
pay for it: Tt he imsist on having the best 
medical attendante he must pay accordingly ; 
if he will have his children well taught he 
must ‘secure the services of good teachers, 
and good teachers are dearef than bad ones ; 
in short, mental ability is a.marketable com- 
modity and has its price, and will demand it. 
“The. harder the ’.straggle for existence the 
less can men..educate themselves, for educa-, 
tion ta the child of peace and devotion, and 
chill penury does not freeze the genial current 
of the soul.

An exceedingly' high percentage of boys 
and girls, after they have left the primary 
or State schools, do not understand the mean- 
ing .even of common ‘everyday Words in 
serious renderings, nor in writing, because 
they can neither spell correctly nor think cor- 
rectly, and of them it may confidently be pre- 
dicted..that: knowledge. will never unrol! her 
spoils to them. . The whole p of learn- 
ing. should be to build ap ~haracter; and 
character can only be formed by communion, 
directly or imdirectly with men of character. 

MAN'S THIRST FOR KNOWLEDGE. 

Without communion with the great in- 
tellects of past generations a boy cannot 
develop character, and so he is liable to ve- 
come a prey of the claptrap. of uneducated,

France’s Peril. 


The Finance Committee-of the French 
Chamber of Deputies has rejected. the 
two Bills .which were submitted to it 
by the Government, incorporating M. 
| Loucheur’s proposals for fresh. taxation 
and the establishment of a sinking fund. 
The much advertised ‘‘reforms,’’ there- 
fore, have failed. Once more French 
politicians have shirked the issue of high 
taxation, and the days of. M. Briand’s 
Administration are numbered. What will 
be the next step? The situation hardly 
could be graver. There has been so much 
talk about financial reform during the last 
few months, and so little has been done, 
that the people have lost all confidence in 
their rulers. Modern history records no 
instance of financial folly that can com- 
pare with the performances of successive 
French Governments since the war. Every 
tenet of good husbandry has been flung to 
the winds. Huge financial commitments 
have been undertaken on every hand; 
substantial loans have been made to this, 
that and the other country for purposes of 
armaments, and Budgets have been 
‘“‘ balanced ' on paper by methods which 
would not be tolerated in a penny bazaar. 
French Ministers seem to be quite in- 
capable of extricating national finance 
from the tangled skein of party politics.. 
The personal intrigues and jealousies 
which are so typical of French political 
life have been allowed to invade the region 
of high finance with results that only now 
are beginning to make themselves felt in 
all their fullness. When the Cartel des 
Gauches, under M. Herriot, took office 
from M. Poincaré in June, 1924, the ex- 
change value of the franc was about 90 to 
the pound sterling. To-day a ‘pound 
fetches 135 francs; and there is every 
reason to believe that the decline in the 
value of French currency will go even 
further. The country’s credit ‘has been 
virtually destroyed; yet France to all 
outward seeming is one. of. the most 
prosperous lands in the world. Unemploy- 
ment is unknown. Industrial productivity 
has increased enormously since the war. 
There is no lack of anything except 
national credit. M. Loucheur has: failed, 
as M. Caillaux failed, because he could not 
achieve the impossible. His successor will 
fail for the same reason unless something 
happens to awaken French public opinion 
to the unpleasant, but inevitable, fact 
that national bankruptcy means national 
ruin. 

The Paris Press, which in the past has 
been singularly unhelpful, is beginning ‘to 
recognise the dangers of further drift. 
The Matin, possibly chief of the four great 
dailies, calls boldly for a Committee of 
Public Safety, on the model of the famous 
body that was created on the fall of the 
Girondists in 1793. Other newspapers are 
supporting this suggestion, and the demand 
for a wnion sacrée, in which political 
differences will be submerged, is growing 
apace. At the moment a _ non-party 
Government seems to be almost impossible 
in view of the bitter differences of opinion 
that exist among the various parties. 
There is no Mussolini in France to sweep 
political traditions aside and take control 
of affairs. France never was poorer in 
statesmanship than she is to-day, and her 
need never was more urgent. One thing 
is certain. Unless some steps are taken 
at once to save the financial situation, the 
franc will collapse. It is possible that, 
with the example of Germany before ther, 
certain interests in French finance are 
riding for a fall, but such a policy would 
be utterly unworthy of, a great nation, 
and we do not believe for a moment that 
any responsible Frenchman would support 
it.

The Irish Fisheries. 

In a letter which we publish to-day 
representatives of the Irish Fishermen's 
Association express profound dissatisfac- 
"| tion with the work of the Free State 
Ministry for Fisheries. . Figures are quoted 
showing how pitifully backward ere the 
Irish ‘fisheries in comparison with those 
of other lands and with the possibilities 
latent in our waters. In 1922 fish to the 


waters—chiefly. from our rivers. In. the 
same year—although the figures given by 
our cgrrespondent are those of 1920— 
Great Britain’s takings of fish reached 
a value of no less than £18,718,000; those 


of the United States £12,976,000. Amid 


Ireland's petty catch of fish is inconsider- 
able. Other small countries, such as 
Norway, Sweden, Holland, Iceland and 
Denmark, .ar surpass her. In 1929, for 
instance, Danish fishermen took fish to 
the value of over one million pounds. The 
potential wealth of TIreland’s fisheries, 
however, is not to be measured by the 
geographical area of the island, but by its 
geographical position. Were the Irish 
fishermen as well organised and equipped 
as those of other lands, Irish trawlers 
and drifters would be able to land fish 
in quantities. comparable with those 
landed in the countries which lead the 
world in the fishing industry. Not only 
are the Atlantic waters that wash our 
western shore. rich in herring, mackerel, 
skate and haddock, but our ports are as 
well suited as those of Scandinavia or 
Brittany for the base for fishing fleets. 
These facts are familiar enough, and they 
offer a glaring contrast with the actual 
state of the fisheries of Ireland. .A few

It is interesting to learn that in York- 
shire, at least, samplers still are bei 
worked.

Beside the antique and fading 
woollen pictures which have come down 
from pre-Victorian times, there are ex- 
hibited specimens of art work by needle 
women of to-day. All of us can remember 
—many of us still possess—samplers that 
came down from olden times, and have 
hung on the walls of homes which no 
longer rear young ladies trained in the 
“accomplishments’’ which passed for 
feminine education in earlier generations.

An Italian Airman. 


At the Carlton Hotel to-day there wus 
quite an imteresting little scene. \ 
group of Italian gentlemen, al] weariny 
resplendent silk hats, suddenly sprang to 
attention and raised their hands in the 
Fascisti salute when Marchese Frances 
Code Bineoto entered the hall. The 
Marchese, a commander in the Itahan 
Air Force, has just completed a world 
long-listancé flight, flying for fifty-five 
thousand miles from Rome, round 
Australia and the Philippines, Japan, 
and back by Indo-China to Rome. The 
previous longest air journey was the world 
flight of the United States airmen.

Air Force Propaganda,

plete supply of spare parts, and a pilot 
and an engineer, both of whom should be 
lecturers, shall visit in turn about a 
hundred of the principal schools, where 
lectures could be supplemented by actual 
flights for interested candidates. The 
whole unit could be transported in ono 
motor vehicle, so travelling expenses would 
be light a 1, to some extent, would be 
offset by a charge to the boys for flichts 
and lectures. Air Commodore H. C. T.

J want to say to you now that I believe ibis 
“overnment has at no time n unmindful 
i the suffering and losses of the debtor 
neions, and the staggering burdens which 
ther peoples are carrying. We have gone 
just as far as we possibly could in recog- 
nition of these extraordinary and deplorab 
conditions. We have not: ied anybody. 
[hese obligations were all of long-standing, 
aid the time to take action had arrived. 

‘It is true that many of these countries 
suffered more than the United States, because 
they were the immediate theatre of the war, 
and lay in the path of its devastation, Yet 
it should be remembered that had the United 
“tates not intervened the losses of these 
debtor countries would have been incalculably 


greater. 
AMERICA'S SHARE. 

Aid the broad facts relating to our inter- 
vention cannot be lost sight of. We sent 
two million men to foreign shores, and 
mobihsed our economic and man-power to the 
limit. In the brief space of two years the 
United States spent nearly thirty billion 
dollars on the war, in ‘addition to ten billion 
dollars loaned to its Allies. 

“ All of the thirty billion dollars was an 
economic loss to the United States, and the 
full measure of such Joss cannot be arrived 
at without adding the extremely heavy 
burden entailed by the subsequent re-adjust- 
ment of artificially stimulated industry. 

“ During the war, and for two years after, 
we imposed upon our people a burden of taxa- 
tion equal to any, and in most cases far ex- 
ceeding, that imposed by any nation in Europe. 
When we borrowed ten billion dollars from 
eur own people, and loaned it to foreign 
Governments we did so under specific agree- 
ment for repayment at the particular request 
of the foreign Governments that such financial 
assistanee should take the form of loans, 
and not subsidies, ‘the American people to- 
day pay taxes to meet the obligations which 
their Government thus incurred.” 


POST-ARMISTICE LOANS. 

Furthermore, he continued, a large part of 
these loans was made after the armistice, 
when the menace of starvation and political 
and economic disorganisation hovered over the 
Continent of Euro They, of course, were 
not obliged to make this second intervention, 
but they did do it, and huge advances, 
comprised in the ten billion dollar total, 
were then made. In the adjustment of post- 
armistice loans to Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Esthonia, inland, | Hungary, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Poland. and Rumania, the United 
States had given m enerous terms than 
anv other creditor, ánd, as to the pre- 
armistice debts, their terms had been cer- 
tainly as liberal as offered by any of 
the other countries. & 

_ CANCELLATION IMPOSSIBLE. 

Naturally they had had to seek a basis of 
compromise, taking int. aecount actual con- 
ditions faced by the debtors, and, at the same 
time, doing reasonable! justice to their owh 
People.

The 
three other new Princes of the Church are: 
Monsignor Bonaventura Cerretti, Titular 
Archbishop of Corinth, and Apostolic Nuncio 
in France. He was for several years Auditor 
to the Apostolic Delegation at Washington, 
and expects to revisit the United States in 
about six months’ time, in’ order to. attend 
the Eucharistic Congress at Chicago. | 
Monsignor Enrico Gasparri, Titular Arch- 
bishop of Sebaste, Apostolic Nuncio in Brazil, 
and a nephew of the Papal Secretary of State. 
Monsignor Alessandro Verde, Secretary cf 
the Congregation of Rites, who is one of the 
most learned ecclesiastics in the Roman Con- | 
gation.

While the question 
remains unsettled there always is the 
danger of a “ flare up ” on the border as 
a result of the activities of the disrup- 
tionists who desire to keep alight the 
dying embers of strife between North and 
South. 

It is even conceivable that in such cir- 
cumstances the British Government might 
decide to put the Feetham-Fisher report 
into operation.

THE GAELIC PLAYERS IN 
“ AFTERMATH.” 


A SATISFYING. POURTRAYAL. 

Last night the Gaelic Players gave an Irish 
version of Mr. |. C. Murray's play, 
““ Aftermath,” at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin. 
The translation, made by Mr, Michael 
Sugrue, was accurate, and the racy Cork 
idiom gave unusual Vigour to the dialogue. 

The play, which! is in three acts—and 
should have been followed by some little one- 
act comedy to prolong the evening's enter- 
tainment and relieve the terrible gloom of 
the tragedy—sets before us the ranna 
between a mother land a lover for a son's 
devotion. Maire Ni Shíocháin was the 
success of the evening as the hard, matter-of- 
fact peasant mother, who resents the school- 
teacher's intimacy (with her son. As the 
school-teacher, Miss Bastable was good, al- 
though th» conversation put in her mouth 
was, at first, somewhat stilted.

A NOTABLE CAREER. 
The new Cardinal. (Most Rev. Dr, O’Don- 


nell) is the third Primate in succession who, 
born in County Donegal, has passed from the 
Bishopric of Raphoe to the See of Patrick, 
and he is the second in succession to attain 
the dignity of the Cardinalate. His pre- 
decessors in both Sees were the late Cardinal 
Logue and the late Primate M‘Gettigan. 

The elevation of Dr, O'Donnell to the 
Cardinalate is the crowning point in a notable 
career as student and as Churchman, Cardinal 
O'Donnell was born near Glenties, County 
Donegal, on the 28th of November, 1855. He 
studied at the Diocesan Seminary, Letter- 
kenny; at the Catholic University, Dublin; 
at Maynooth, and the Dunboyne establish- 
ment, of which he was appointed student on 
its re-establishment in 1879, He won a chair 
of Theology in the following year, and soon 
was appointed Prefect of Dunboyne in succes- 
sion to the late Dr. Healy, afterwards Arch- 
bishop of Tuam. 

Dr. O'Donnell was but thirty-two years 
of age when he was appointed Bishop of 


Raphoe. His tenure of that Bishopric was 
marked by fruitful work and steady 
rogress. In 10235 he was trans 
ated from Raphoe to. Armagh as 
Coadjutor to Cardinal Logue, and on the 


death of Dr. Logue, Dr. O'Donnell succeeded 
to the Primacy. Dr. O’Donnell’s elevation to 
the Cardinalate will be welcomed by Irishmen 
of all communions and all parties.

MOISEIWITSCH’S PLAYING. 

Large audiences filled the Royal Dublin 
Society’s Hall at Ballsbridge for the two piano- 
forte recitals which were given yesterday by 
Moiseiwitsch. 

The names of Bach, Brahms, Rauel, and 
Liszt appeared in both programmes. ‘The 
principal works in the earlier programme were 
the ‘‘Chromatic’’ Fantasia. and Fugue of 
Bach, the Rondo Cupriccioso of Mendelssohn, 
and the Brahms’ Variations on a Theme by 
Handel. 

The second audience recognised a master of 
the pianoforte immediately, when Moisei- 
witsch opened the recital with Bach's Pre- 
lude in C major, the first of the immortal 
‘“ Forty-Kight.” - It is a long tirfe since a 
Dublin audience heard the piano treated as 
Moiseiwitsch treats it. The Steinway became, 
under his hands, an instrument of magical 
beauty of tone. Moiseiwitsch excels in using 
a wonderful mastery of the mechanics cf 
pianoforte tone production, in the service of 
interpretations of the music that are illo- 
minating in the highest, degree. That little 
affair of spread chords, the Bach Prelude, 
was revealed as a tone-poem of extraordinary 
beauty und interest.

Chopin’s Scherzo in B flat minor was the 
work in which Moiseiwitsch’s mastery of his 
art was shown best. That little repeated, 
rising figure—no other pianist has given it 
half so much significance. And how well 
controlled was the tone, notwithstanding the 
dazzling rapidity with which the ornamental 
right-hand passages were taken' At one 
point the attempt to produce a new interest 
by accentuation of certain left-hand notes 
seemed unnecessary and specious; but one 
could readily excuse that, if it was a fault, 
for the sake of the light shed on the musjc as 
a whole 

After that brilliant piece of work, Moisei- 
witsch could be forgiven the breaking of 
almost any number of rules, and all were 
delighted—though, perhaps, a little afraid lest 
the roof should fall on them as a judgment— 
when he defied the Society's strict rule against 
encores. Hc played the Chopin Waltz in 


D flat. 

Rauel’s ' Jeux d'Van,' Liszt’s ‘‘ Liehe- 
atraum,”’ and Tausie’s }rarura music, based 
on the Schubert “ Warche Militaire,”’ let the 
audience down gradually from the heights. 
One has heard the Tausig affair performed 
frequentiy in recent vears, but not for a 
long time, till vesterday, what Tausig really 
wrote Moiseiwitsch never really ‘‘let fly,” 
and this last piece of his plaving clinched the 
impression, started bv the first few bars of 
the recital, that his strong point is that per- 
fection of control—that getting the music 
under his hand and keeping it so—which 
enables him to present everything he plays as 
a nerfectly moulded work of art 

The attendance figures were 1,205 at the 
early recital and 1.450 at the later recital,

We have seen the Feéidní , ‘Tweive- 
twenty precisely, December 2nd, we all joined 
up in a long line, and were shaken by the 
hand. It was all over and done with before 
we realised it had . wever, we all 
felt gre “eg honoured that the President of 
the United States had received us. . 

Unfortunately, it was very wet all day, so 
we took a sight-seeing ‘bus, and went for a 
long drive round to.all the places of interest. 
Washington is a city of beautiful buildings, 
quiet and dignified. Up one of the main thorough-. 
fares were situated ail the buildings belong- 
ing to the different Legations. Washington's 
and Lancoln’s monuments predominate the 
city—the former a plain column, like Cleo- 
patra’s Needie, and the latter a rectangular | 
hall, surrounded by pillars, both very fine 
and impressive. White House—is just the 
White House we kuow from pictures. The 
Capitol, consisting of two wings and a central 
dome, is visible all over the' ity, and at 
night is illuminated by indirect lighting. A 
few. miles outside Washington we visited 
Arlington, the military cemetery, where the 
grave of the Unknown Warrior is situated. 

Returning to town we caught an evening 
train to Richmond, Virginia, where we play 
our last match. Our second last match, 
against Baltimore, was played on ber 
Ist, and won, 13-1. A large crowd watched 
the game, but the hockey was not of the best, 
as the ground was very bumpy, having been 
the football field. 

Tne Baltimore team had been up to the 
Boston tournament, and had Giiched us play. 
Until the last quarter of an hour of the game 
they seemed afraid of us, and hung back and 
seemed to think themselves unable to attack. 
But. for the last fifteen or twenty minutes 
they played really well and were pressing 
most of the time—too late, unfortunately for 
them. Miss Fudger was again our chief 
scorer, with six goals; Miss McCann and Miss 
Cummins, three each, and Miss de Bromhead, 
one. Although the hockey was poor, we 
dominated the game most of the time, our 
backs and goal getting little to do. Miss 
Adams, for Baltimore, at wing and later 
inside, was their outstanding player. She got 
a ge goal towards the end of the first 
halí, getting through from the centre line by 
herself and scoring, amid enthusiastic cheers 
from many American supporters. On the 
side stand regular cheer-gangs kept the ex- 
citement up all during the match. any hard 
hit by Baltimore being greetedgwith shrieks 
of delight and advice to “do it again.” We 
are renowned for our hard-hitting game, and 
all wonder how we do it—they can’t. 

Our last match, against Richmond, was 
played on December órd. Unfortunately the 
rain of the previous day still continued cll 
morning, but by the time the match started 
it had stopped, and the field was wonderfully 
dry considering the rainfalk ‘The result was 
7-0 in our favour. The field was about 
twenty yards short, owing to the second 
pitch perme to be used because of the wet. 
Again the hockey was not of a very high 
standard; the ground being very bumpy. 
However, we pressed all the time, back and 
goal getting little to do. The forwards 
combined as much as possible, but, with a 
crowded goal, circle shooting was not easy. 
We did rather well to have got the seven we 
did, ever so many shots being either saved or 
going just wide. To Miss McKissack foll the 
honour of scoring the 100th goal of the tour. 
By scoring 7 we brought our record to 105 
goals for and 8 against, which is not bad. 
The shooting of our forwards all through the 
tour has been good and very few opportunities 
were lost. 

To-might we leave for New York, where we 
stay one night, and on Saturday morning we 
embark on the ss.

But to get back to the bh rape It was 
either "76 or "77 that they had what was 
thought about the best day. The Li 
followers came in force. Robert 
used to refer to them expressively as 
to ride.” And I don't se a bet 
of mounted men ever took the field. There 
was then a great breed of horses in Limerick 
and Tipperary. 

And even so long ago our circumspect 
friends in the North began to make a corner 
in most of our best stock in this way: They 
commissioned their dealers to buy all the 
fillies of certain breeds, and these men at- 
tended at Clonmel, Limerick and Kilkenny, as 
well as at Cahirmee. That went on for years. 
I appeal to any of the Nerthern deglers who 
may read these notes to say if that is not so. 
Years later came the South African War, 
and later still the war, which people began 
to think would go on for ever, and gold their 
best mares. So that as regards the numbers 
of great horses one used to see with 
houkds in the “70 s and ’80’s—‘‘never again.” 
The greetings were cordial at the Junction, 
where Mr. Ward then ran the refreshment 
rooms, and Mr. Fitzgerald (universal 
favourite)) was stationmeaster. Fhe enlarge- 
ment invariably took place where the race- 
course now is; it was then the property of the 
Heustons, a most popular and sportin 
family. I am glad to say they are there still. 

Mr. Gubbins, as usual for such occasions, 
selected a couple of deer the most likely to be 
depended on to go far. Wo started with the 

k not less than 200. In these days very 
ew ladies rode; in fact, I am not able to 
mention one who was out on that day. We 
ran along close to the road opposite the Bally- 
kisteen Stud farm (of course, there was no 
stud farm then), and made straight for the 
Dela Hills. Not a strand of wire then, and it, 
the followers were couble the number there 
was room at every fence. 

The deer and hounds went over the hill of 
Oola; I was of the division that did not. We 
came around the base, and met the others as 
they made the descent at the off side. He 
then got into rather a holding country, with 
wide trenches, till we jumped out on the road 
at Linfield House. It is now in ruins, but 
was thei occupied. I can remember galloping 
up past the hall door, and out over a large 
double to a beck road, and over it up to @ 
woody helt of hills that at the moment | can’t 
name. But I had often seen them drawn for 
@ fox. Once clear of this small woodland, we 
ran on towards Limerick County. over a most 
perfect country and at great pace. 

Like others, I was begiwning to calculate 
how long more I was going to last, when we 
bent away left-hand. and soon were in the 
neighbourhood of Derk, but did not enter the 
demesne. Thence we travelled over the Crom- 
well Hills, and ran into Kilfrush. After here 
I had to remain on the first road we met, and 
had a great many to keep me company, con- 
taining half the following. We had been 
going more than one hour and a half so far 
without a chance of a breather. Hounds were 
running almost alongside-of us. But no view 
of the deer. 

A little farther on grief was abundant 
owing to horses being all out. But I can 
remember seeing John Gubbins in front with 
the pack. Stamer's 20 stone relegated 
him to join us on the road. And mercifully 
for al, in another fifteen minutes or so hounds 
had run their quarry to a standstill in a ped. 
dock attached to a farmhwuiise net far from 
Knocklong Station, ten miles from where we 
started. 

Since writing these notes. [ have heard of a 
very fine fox hunt the Black and Tans had 
last week over much of this same country, 
beginning at Mooresfort, aud after an hour 
and a half hard going, to ground at Derk. 
There is no better hunting country then this. 

On our road home, after parting from the 
Limerick and Cork contingents in high glee, 
I can still hear Captein Charley Massey

It was in "82 that John Gubbins converted 
his pack into a foxhunting one and built new 
kennels at Bruree. FE could net how name 
the crowd that came with him.

Gubbins, 
who lived somewhere near Kilfrush, and was 
one of the best I ever saw to ride. He was 
in every yard of the run 1 tried to describe. 

Ik was 50 or more years later, at the Dublin 
Show, I was ea horse in a four-year-old 
class, and Father William was riding a horse 
in the same class, as the man he engaged did 
not turn up. He was then over 80 years of 
age, and the horse was a wild one. I[u fact, 
he had asked me to do the turn for him, but 
when I saw the horse in the ring I was de- 
lighted I had had an excuse: he would cer- 
taiuly have put me off. Later in the judging, 
1 was standing quite close to Father William 
in the ring, when one of the judges (Mr, 
Wallis) came up and saluted his reverence and 
said, ''Serry, sir, | can't give you a 
prize. But if I were asked to award 
one for horsemanship 1 would. have 
nó difficulty... His reverence wes a little 
hard of hearing, and did not catch 
every word. He turned to me aud asked me 
what the Judge had said. I replied: ' The 
judge said when yeu show again in Dublin 
you must learw hew to sit a horse better.’

SUPPLIES.

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USE OF CHLORINE GAS. 


“ The highivy specialised science of water 
purificavio:: enabled satisfactory use to be 
made of water from the most unpromising | 
source of supply,” said Mr. H. W. Coulson, | 
lecturing on the “' Purification of Water for | 
Potable and Industria] Purposes,”’ at the 
meeting of the Engineering and Scientific 
Association of Ireland, at University College 
Dublin, last night. : : 

Modern methods of water purification, the 
lecturer said, had led to the solution of 
many problems that beset water supply 
authorities. They also permitted the satis- 
factory treatment cf water formerly regarded 
as incapable of iraprovement, to a standard 
suitable for public distribution, or for in- 
dustrial purposes. Peat-stained and dis- 
coloured water can be rendered clear and 
colourless; tarbid waters can be clarified: 
bacteria can be eliminated, hard waters made 
excessively soft waters made  non- 
corrosive, circulating waters freed of their 
tendency to algal growth. 

Having dealt with the older methods of 
water purification, and th» value of storage 
as & purifying agent, the lecturer dealt at 
length. with the rapid mechanical filters now 
so largely used. 

The use of chlorine gas as a water-sterilis- 
ing agent for potable supplies was fully 
described, as also was the treatment of bath 
waier by filtration, aeration and sterilisation.

BELFAST SHIPYARDS. 


SMALL OUTPUT FOR 1925. 


_ The Belfast shipyards have had a poor year. 
Their combined output of new tonnage’ during 
the past twelve months was only 57,899 tons~- 
about half the amount produced in 1024. 

The only yard in which there has been 
normal activity during the year was Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff's new yard on the Mus- 
grave Channel, which has been pretty fully, 
employed, and as a. matter of fact when the 
keel of the oil tanker which was placed last 
week by Messrs. Andrew Weir and Com 
is laid down on No. 14 slip, all the six berths 
in this vard will be occupied. 

The decrease in this year’s total is shared 
by both Messrs. Harland and Wolff and 
Workman, Clark, alike. The former have 
launched five vessels in Belfast with an aggre- 
gate tonnage of 31,988, 22,500 tons of which 
is made up by the motor liner Arturias, Le 
largest motor ship: im the world, which is 
still im the hands of the builders. Last year 
Messrs, Harland and Wolff's tonnaze was 
59,913. In 1923 their tonnage output was 
86,714 tons ; in 1922, 35,848; in 1921, 39,856; 
in 1920, 82,110; in 1919, 110,190.

CRIMINAL INJURIES IN 
IRELAND. | 


PETITION AGAINST THE 
CROWN FAILS. 

In the King’s Bench Division, London, 
yesterday, Mr. Justice Rowlatt had before 
him a petition by Mr. W. T, R. Price, of Old 
Broad street, London, and the Rev. H. P. 
Fitzgérald, of Old Broad street, London, 
against the King in respect of compensation 
for criminal injury to property between the 
suppliants and the County Councils of Cavan 
and Fermanagh, as affirmed by the Judge of 
Assize for the County of Cavan. 

The suppliants said that it was decreed 
that they should recover from the County 
Council of Cavan for criminal injuries to his 
property in the Cqunty of Cavan, it Februaty, 
1020, the sum of £600 compensation and £40 
costs, and for criminal injuries later in the 
same month the sum éf compensation 
and £42 costs. There was a further decree 
for £220 compensation and £36 costs. 
suppliants contended that, by reason of an 
agreement of January 24, 1922, His Majesty's 
British Government and, or His Majesty's 
Irnsh Government impliedly agreed with all 
holders of such decrees as the supplianta held 
to assume liability for injuries sustained. 
The suppliants also contended that His 
Majesty’s Ministers had repeatedly, in Parlia- 
ment and otherwise, admitted responsibility 
and liability. The suppliants further con- 
tended that they were not affected by the 
agreement of January 24, 1922, and that, 
being loyal subjects in Ireland, there was im- 
plied by law, or by the British Constitution, 
a contract for protection and compensatson for 
lossés sustained by reason of the failure of 
His Majesty's Government to afford such 


protection. 
The re the cate io Sir D. M. Hogg, 


K.C., argued the case| for the Crown, and Mr. 
Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., for the suppliants. 
The Attorney-General contended that no 
such duty as was contended by the suppliants 
was imposed on the Crown. His submission 
was that no such claims as the suppliants put 
forward were known to the law. 16 Tespon- 
sibility in this matter laid with the Irish 
County Council concerned. here was no 
round here for a claim against the Crown in 
aw, as no such cause of action as put forward 
here existed. 

Mr, Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., said that the 
Attorney-General had misconceived the line 
of argument to be put forward on behalf of 
the suppliants. There was no Statute which 
limited the rights of a subject to present a 
petition of right. Here the argument set u 
by the suppliants was one to which the Britis 
Government were parties, and under these 
circumstances the suppliants had a legal claim 
against the Crown. He argued that he had: 
established on broad lines a principle, and 
that the petition should not be dismissed... 
His Lordship, in giving judgment, said that 
although the arguments of Serjeant Sullivan 
were very interesting, he did not think that 
Serjeant Sullivan had submitted any material 
on which the claim could be established, or 
on which his lordship could act. Theré was 
here no contract between the British Govern- 
ment and the Irisn Government, It was said 
that there was an agreement, Wut that could 
not be construed as a legal contract.
